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TRADE    BY    COUNTRY 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  announced  today  that  the  decrease  in 
United  States  exports  of  domestic  and  foreign  merchandise  from  $1,256.4  million  in  April  to 
$1  178.3  million  in  May  reflected  lower  exports  to  all  continents  except  Africa  and  South 
America.  The  decline  in  general  imports  from  $1,024-. 4-  to  $1,017.7  million  during  the  same 
period  resulted  from  decreased  imports  from  the  continents  of  Asia  and  North  America. 

Exports,  including  special  category  commodities,  to  E.R.P-  countries  rose  from  $421.1 
million  in  April  to  $4-84.9  million  in  May  while  imports  from  these  countries  increased  from 
$171.9  to  $177.4  million.  Exports,  including  special  category  commodities,  to  the  Latin  American 
Republics  fell  from  $321.5  to  $309.8  million  and  imports  from  these  countries  dropped  from  $303.3 
to  $291.5  million  during  this  same  period.  Meanwhile,  exports,  excluding  special  category 
commodities,  to  the  Sterling  area  countries  dropped  from  $178.9  to  $157.7  million  while  imports 
from  these  countries  decreased  from  $227.1  to  $216.6  million. 

Exports  to  Asia,  the  continent  registering  the  largest  decrease  from  April  to  May, 
dropped  from  $217.6  to  $173.8  million,  excluding  special  categories.1  This  decline  reflected 
important  decreases  in  exports  to  Japan  from  $73.1  to  $50.1  million  and  India  from  $37.6  to  $30.8 
million.  Exports  to  North  America  also  showed  a  sizeable  decrease,  falling  from  $415.8  million 
in  April  to  $395.2  million  in  May.  Decreases  occurred  in  exports  to  Cuba,  which  fell  from  $52.9 
to  $40.8  million  and  Canada,  which  dropped  from  $263.4  to  $255.6  million.  The  decline  in 
exports  to  Europe  from  $386.4  million  in  April  to  $366.8  million  in  May  was  accounted  for 
chiefly  by  the  decrease  in  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  from  $69.6  to  $54.8  million.  However, 
exports  to  Italy  and  Sweden  showed  sizeable  advances  during  this  period,  rising  from  $62.5  to 
fc72.2  million  and  from  $8.7  to  $15.4  million,  respectively. 

From  April  to  May,  exports  to  Australia  and  Oceania  decreased  from  $16.3  to  $9«7 
million  largely  as  a  result  of  a  decline  in  exports  to  Australia  from  $13.1  to  $8.0  million. 
The  increase  in  exports  to  Africa  from  $48.2  million  in  April  to  $58.7  million  in  May  reflected 
a  rise  in  exports  to  the  Union  of  South  Africa  from  $24.6  to  $28.9  million  and  Egypt  from  $4.8 
to  $8.1  million.   Exports  to  South  America  advanced  slightly  from  $172.1  million  in  April  to 
$173.9  million  in  May.  Exports  to  Brazil  rose  from  $45.9  to  $54.5  million  while  exports  to 
Venezuela  dropped  from  $45.5  to  $38.4  million  during  this  period. 

Imports  from  Asia  declined  from  $199.4  million  in  April  to  $179.5  million  in  May, 
representing  the  largest  decrease  in  imports  from  any  continent  during  this  period.  The  most 
noticeable  decreases  in  imports  from  countries  of  this  continent  were  as  follows:  British 
Malaya  from  $35.2  to  $24.7  million,  Afghanistan  from  $9.2  to  $2.6  million  and  India  from  $32.2 
to  $25.9  million.  Meanwhile,  iinports  from  Japan  rose  from  $17-4  to  $26.8  million.  During  this 
period  imports  from  North  America  dropped  from  $309-1  to  $302.0  million,  largely  as  a  result  of 
decreases  in  imports  from  Cuba  from  $41.2  to  $33.0  million  and  Nicaragua  from  $6.8  to  $2.8 
million.  However,  imports  from  Canada  rose  from  $191.3  to  $202.2  million.  From  April  to  May, 
imports  from  Europe  advanced  from  $181.8  to  $189.4  million.  Imports  from  Finland  rose  from 
$2.3  to  $8.'4  million  while  imports  from  Norway  increased  from  $3.1  to  $8.2  million. 

Imports  from  Africa  advanced  from  $69.5  million  in  April  to  $76.4  million  in  May. 
Imports  from  Nigeria  rose  from  $5.1  to  $9-0  million  and  imports  from  the  Belgian  Congo 
increased  from  $3.7  to  $7.0  million  while  imports  from  Egypt  fell  from  $19-7  to  $12.9  million. 
Imports  from  South  America  during  this  period  rose  from  $202.0  to  $207.4  million  chiefly  as  a 
result  of  a  rise  in  imports  from  Colombia  from  $19.2  to  $27.2  million.  From  April  to  May, 
imports  from  Australia  and  Oceania  remained  at  about  the  same  level.
